We do not know whether Mr. Wade is 
really contented with the decree pub- 
lished by the Chinese Government about 
Foreigners travelling in the interior; 
but to our ear, the language in which 
it is couched is not satisfactory. 
Issued under the circumstances follow- 
ing the murder of Margary, it might 
naturally have been expected that the 
decree would have spoken of the crime 
with honest blame, and would have 
urged on the officials of the Empire, in 
emphatic language, their clear duty as 
such to maintain order and protect from 
wrong those living or travelling within 
their jurisdiction. But so far from this 
being the case, one cannot help in- 
ferring from the tone that it is issued 
‘pro forma, in deference to Mr. Wade's 
wish, but without appreciation of the 
gravity of tho crime to which it casually 
refers. By an ingenious display of 
shufiling, tho purport of the Notificae 
tion is so twisted, that the necessity of 
Foreigners possessing passports and 
being respectable people, is presented 
almost more forcibly than the duty of 
the Mandarins to give effect to the 
‘Treaty under which those passports are 
issued. If Mr. Wade knew the Chinese 
Jess well than he does, it might be sup- 
posed that he had overlooked this very 
important. feature of tho cage. But 
he does know them, and especially 
official Chinese, and, under those 















circumstances, it would have been 
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better if he had insisted on some more 
explicit statement of the obligations 
imposed by the Treaty ; or, better still, 
the verbatim publication of the full 
text of the Treaty itself. 

‘We all know the capriciousness 
of Chineso officials with regard to 
passports, There is no ono deputed 
to look after them, and, in conse. 
quence, it is no one’s business to do 
80. For one Foreignor who is asked 
to produce his passport, a hundred 
never hear a word spoken about it; and 
ag a general rule, when the demand is 
made, it is by some petty side-station 
oficial, whose position is perhaps a 
little better than a head coolie, who 
uses the instrament on occasion to 
render himself obstructive. At one place 
only in the Empire has, we believe, a 
special office been erected, and that is at 
Nanking, where, during Li's torm of 
office as Viceroy, he instituted a kung 
Kwan for tho special purpose. Allow. 
ing that it is advisable that the restric- 
tion implied by passports should be 
carried into effect, this is cortainly tho 
Proper method to carry it out. While 

.tho bearer, who, to quote the words of 
the Edict, must bo a respectable indi- 
vidual, may reasonably object to 
bo asked to produce his paper by overy 
unwashed coolie wearing a red tasselled 
cap, he could cortainly not object to 
show it at cortain important places, and 
toa responsible officer, At Nanking, 
wo believe, the official appointed to 
look aftor passports is a Chifoo, and it 
is his business to keep a record of those 
exhibited, and to report to the Pro- 
vincial officials. In other parts of 
China, the passport has become a 
medium of annoyance rather than the 
reverse, and we are sorry to have to 
say that the action of tho British 
authorities has not a little tended to 
this result, In fact, the original passport 
form was made really insulting to the 
private traveller, in order apparently to 
show the great distinction which existed 
between an official and a mere British 
trader. We have known of cases where 
civility was turned into indifference or 
contempt, by the sight of the document 
with which English travellers were fur- 
nished, and which they wero led to 
infer, from the paragraph of English 
reading at the bottom, contained clauses 
empowering them to seek aid and pro- 
tection when needed. But, as we showed 
last week, even at Nanking whero a 
special office has been erected, the pass- 
port really affords little protection. 





little benefit from the possession of the 
document in question. It did not even, 
s0 thought the local Magistrate, entitle 
them to a night's lodging; and the 
Chinese who let them their houses 
were subjected to a course of persecution 
for simply doing what hospitality and 
the Treaties demand. It is true, as 
we have subsequently heard, that on a 
threat to place the matter in the hands 
of the Foreign authorities at Shanghai, 
tho objectionable placards alluded to 
disappeared as suddenly. as they ap- 
peared ; but this very fact only renders 
the proof the stronger, of official com- 
plicity in tho original proceedings, and 
of the power of the officials to make 
intercourse run smoothly if they choose. 
What is wanted is not wordy Ediets like 
the one we have to refer to, but a plain 
straightforward document, stating that 
the officials throughout the Empire will 
be held personally responsible in every 
caso where a passport-bearing traveller 





has met with any difficulty while travel- 
ling peaceably. Mr. Wade could dic- 
tato such a dispatch; and he certainly 
is entitled, in the present condition of 
affairs, to do so, and insist on its being 
published in the Peking Gazette, as well 
as on an official copy being sent to 
every Yamén in tho Empire. 

We recognise even what has been 
published, as a step gained ; the intense 
disinclination of the Chinese to mention 
foreigners or foreign affairs at all, in 
the Gazette, is a proof that they think 
such recognition will materially affect 
our status. And we believe the Go- 
vernment does mean its subordinates 
to read the edict as an order to be more 
careful of foreigners in future. The 
consequences of Margary’s murder 
have been so serious that it would will- 
ingly avoid farther trouble. It is be- 
cause of this, and because we think 
these edicts have political importance, 
that we regret a tone of subdued im- 
pertinence not easy to describe, but 
which leaves a decided feeling of 
irritation in the mind of the Foreign 
reader, and will certainly not persuade 
the Chinese that the edicts arise from 
honesty of purpose, however much 
political expediency may have rendered 
necessary their promulgation and 
observance.

‘The Race Mesting can hardly be called 
& successful one; there were too many 
certainties for good sport, Teen Kwang 
won everything he ran for, in a canter ;

A fow weeks ago, a case of theft was 
reported, in which a houseboy, who was 
entrusted with a valuable watch, ring, &o., 
to convey to a jeweller to be exchanged for 
others, took the opportunity of stealing 
the property. It now appears that he gave 
the articles to another boy, who took them 
to Ningpo, and pawned them for $4.60, 
He was captured thero, and brought back 
to Shanghai Tuesday. The delinquent has 
been dealt with at the Mixed Court. 

H.M.S, Egeria steamed-down the river 
yesterday afternoon, at 2 p.m,, on route 
for Ningpo. 

Letters from Hawxow state that Mr. 
Grosvenor's party was to proceed by junk 
up to Ichang, escorted by two Chinose 
gun-boats. The object of the authorities 
in sending these vessels is not clear, unless 
intended as an earnest of their desire 
to shew proper attention to the mies 
Without any express declaration on the 
subject, they appear to have allowed it to 
be understood that the Chinese Govern- 
ment is auxious about its safety and com- 
fort.—There had been rumours before Mr. 
Grosvenor’s arrival, of serious disturb- 
ances along both routes, especially tho 
Southern. A town in the province of 
Kwei-chow was said to be in the hands 
of rebels.

ORGANISED RIOTS. 


Nawaia has generally beon marked 
for the polite bearing of its inhabitants, 
and, for China, a well administered 
civil Government. Much of this bas 
doubtless been owing to the lasting 
influence of the late Viceroy Tseng 
Kwoh-fan, but much was also due to 
the natural disposition of the people. 
We were therefore the more surprised 
at learning that one of the stereotyped 
anti-foreign demonstrations had been 
got up in the southern capital, and that 
although no very great harm had 
actually been done, public feeling 
had been excited to an unwarranted 
degree. The modus operandi of these 
outbursts is so exactly similar one to 
the other, that no room for doubt 
ig left as to their organisation. 
Were they the genuine product of 
popular feoling, wo would assuredly 
se some variety in the circumstances. 
Such, however, is not the case. Some 
one, be he missionary or be he not, 
hires a house; mysterious communica. 
tions occur, in which emissaries from 
ono or other Yamén take part. The 
Jandlord is threatened, and if his tenant 
hold him to his agreement, the streets 
begin to get placarded with posters, 
carefully compiled from the “Death. 
Blow to Corrupt Doctrines.” Finally, 
acrowd is got up, connected in some 
way or other with the nearest Magi- 
strate’s office, tho premises are broken 
into, and perhaps looted, aud the foreign 
resident finds, through the connivance 
of some other mysterious stranger, a 
method of escape—foras yetthe Margary 
episode has not altogether recom- 
mended itself to Chineso mandarins, 
and a lingering dread exists of proceed- 
ing to oxtremities. On remonstrance, 
tho attack is always represented as a 
Jocal disturbance got up because the 
foreigners in question contravened 
the popular feeling of the place, In 
reality there is little or nothing of the 
“popular” in it. ‘The erowd is generally 
composed of the hangers-on of the 
Yaméns, or those whom the hangers-on 
know how to influenco to excite a dis- 
turbance. Tho promise of immunity 
from punishment, and the chance of 
loot, if not in some cases actual reward, 
aro suflicieut in most Chinese cities to 
get up such a quasi demonstration. The 
mandarin whose business it is to repress 
such a disturbance, is invariably found 
to know nothing about it till the thing 
is done. What was notorious to every 
one else, for Chinese riots are not got 
up and organised at a moment's notice, 
is to hima profound mystery till the 
programme has been carried out and 
the object gained. 

Now it seems that in this Nan- 
king affair, the Missionaries were not 
the original offenders against Chinese 
mandarindom. A poor Mussulman 
eye doctor, but 2 British subject 
withal, was the original bone of con- 
tention. He was harmless and well. 





behaved, and nothing wasalleged against 
him; he had hired a little shop, as 
formerly he had done in the Maloo 
here, and administered advice and 
medicine to such as came to him. 
Such a thing was galling to a Chinese 
magistrate, and stories were heard of 
eye-gouging, &e. The local official 
sent one of his hangers-on to stand by 
and note down the names of visitors, 
and repeat to them the usual stock 
tales from’ that immaculate work, the 
Death-blow; and this was done at a 
time when the city was full of students, 
notoriously the most ill-conducted and 
prejudiced class in China. The poor 
doctor was, however, a Mussulman as 
well as a stranger, and some more 
ingenious than the others pretended to 
look upon him as a Kasbgarian spy 
who, for some occult reason, had fixed 
upon Nanking as bis base of operations. 
He was a daly registered British 
subject, and had a passport counter- 
signed by the Tactai at Shanghai, but 
that of course was a matter of no 
moment;.so, in his absence, the poor 
old woman who had let him the place 
was called up before the local mandarin 
and slapped on the face till it had 
awollen to twice its natural size. Yet 
this is done in a city which, but for our 
aid and exertions, would still in all 
probability be the head-quarters of 
the Tien-wang and his rebellion—It 
was at such a juncture that the 
American Missionaries arrived. It was 
too bad to have been foiled in ousting 
the poor Mussulman doctor; so the 
virtuous indignation of the local magis- 
trates determined that this time there 
should be no mistake. The Mission- 
aries took a house, but had scarcely 
done so when an order, said to 
be from the Yamén, arrived, that 
thoy were not to be admitted. They 
were however on the spot, in the act 
of moving in, and naturally refused to 
go out again. The first step in the 
process had been tried, and found un- 
successful. ‘The sccond accordingly is 
attempted. ‘The street became placarded 
with bills, threatening the landlord and 
the new resident. The house is to be 
pulled down, its contents destroyed, and 
condign punishment inflicted on its in- 
mates. More than this, death is to be the 
penalty for any one promising to alter 
a character in the placard. This is done 
in acity known as one of the most 
peaceable in the empire, and the pla. 
cards are openly posted in the face 
of the mandarins. The latter take no 
notice, indeed they actually punish the 
people for letting their houses in accord- 
ance with treaty stipulations; and all 
this is done while the Emperor is 
enjoining, or professing to enjoin, on 
all officials throughout the empire, 
the necessity of observing those stipu- 
lations with regard to foreigners 
in the interior. At present, in China, 
it seems to be held by the mandarins 
that innocent people may be pun- 
ished for observing the treaties. Till 
some change is made in this, and 
the real offender is made in his own 











person to suffer, we fear that little 
improvement will take place. We did 
not hesitate to place Yih and Pih- 
kwei in durance vile when the circum- 
stances of their particular cases needed 
it. ‘The infliction of some personal, not 
abstract punishment, on the authors of 
such ontrages as slapping the old 
woman at Nanking, would be of more 
avail than thousands of despatches and 
guarantees. 





COMMERCIAL TRAVELLING IN CHINA, 


A canacten who assumes considerable 
importance in the generality of Dickens’ 
works is the commercial traveller, 
Most of us have noticed in dingy sido 
streets, dingy houses with dingy green 
baize doors labelled “Commercial 
Hotel” or “Commercial Boarding 
House,” as the case may be. Few of 
us have probably entered these streets, 
the sojourners in which form a class 
sui generis, the “ Commercial gentleman” 
par excellence. Commercial gentlemen 
as a rule are not very intellectual ; 
their presence in one’s office is generally 
marked by @ peculiar perfame of the 
commercial type, and their patterns are 
wrapped in antiquated covers equally 
commercial to sight and smell, The 
commercial gentleman travels much. 
Hoe has peculiar ideas about trains and 
carriages. He would like to be on 
good terms with the guards and station- 
masters, but his private means boing 
but limited, he is generally thought but 
little of by these gentry, and has to 
exercise much ingenuity to obtain his 
required ends. Privately, Dickens is 
probably the best authority as to his 
inner life. He is generally believed to 
eat gravy with his kuife, and to have a 
penchant for greasy legs of mutton, 
and such incongruous mixtures a8 
cheese and jam. His pnblic life 
generally ends with the green baize 
door aforesaid, and as it does not 
suggest that his private life is refined 
or agreeable we shall leave him outside, 
Now, we do not intend to protract this 
sketch of the commercial gentleman for 
any peculiar loveliness of character on 
his part; nor, again, with the intention 
of holding up a useful member of 
society to ridicule. Uses the com- 
mercial gentlemen doubtless has, and 
he occupies, if a humble, at least a 
practical part in that great hierarchy 
of manufactures and commerce which 
distinguishes the civilisation of to-day. 
We have rather drawn a faint outline 
of his character as a sample of what 
more than one British minister in 
China has thought befitting the position 
and objects of the ordinary British mer- 
chant intheFarEast. Itwould beabsurd. 
to imagine that Lord Elgin or Sir Fre- 
derick Bruce had ever bestowed a 
thought on the peculiarities of our 
hero. In the eyes of the latter, all 
engaged in trade, doubtless, were much 
of the same sort. Sir Rutherford 
Alcock could not be expected to look 
lower than his predecessor, and possibly 





even the present representative of 
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British interests in China, somehow or 
other, imagines in his inner heart of 
of hearts, that after all trade is but a 
low thing. It must have been after 
forming some such opinion of the char- 
acter and position of the British mer- 
chant, that Sir Frederick Brace gave 
expression to his ideas as to duties and 
transit passes. The merchant, according 
to him was to be a Commercial Gentle- 
man, if indeed he were not a shade 
Jower, and marched with his pack on 
his back and his transit pass in bis 
pocket, He was at liberty to hire Chi- 
nese boats, and to live in Chinese 
inns, but he was to take care that his 
inferior position should be known. He 
was granted a passport, as a man 
to be carefully watched, and not 
to be allowed to go near the rebels. 
He was humbly to get bis passport and 
his transit pass viséd by every petty 
turnpike man in the empire; and if 
he missed one, the next was to be at 
liberty to confiscate his goods, and 
send him to durance vile at the 
nearest Consulate. He was not to 
open permanent establishments; ho was 
not to be allowed to possess any 
property ; he was not to attempt to 
make any improvement in the land in 
which be travelled. He was carefully 
to conform to every prejudice of the 
Mandarin of the district, or the pet- 
tiest. ranner from his Yamén. Such 
was the idea sketched out for the Bri- 
tish merchant in China, and such the 
relief supposed to be afforded by the 
treaty of Tientsin at the cost of an 
expensive, if not bloody war. It is 
needless to say that the British mer- 
chant did not accept the situation. In 
fact he could not, The trade with 
China is of too important and valuable 
a character to be carried on by pedlers, 
and it could have added nothing to the 
prestige of the British nation, or con- 
tributed to the success of our commerce, 
that the attempt should have been 
made. Yet, except to a nation of ped- 
lers, the interpretation allowed to grow 
up, of the transit and internal resi- 
dence clauses was practically of little 
avail. What British merchants and 
British manufacturers have required 
all through, was that their goods should 
be free to pass to the interior of China, 
and that they could obtain returns for 
them in money or exchange; what 
British ministers have endeavoured to 
do is to encourage a race of commercial 
gentlemen supposed to have an interest 
in the goods entrusted to them for sale. 
Commercial gentlemen have their uses 
as we have said, but we should be sorry 
to see our trade deliberately lowered to 
their standard, and we hope we see 
symptoms of a broader interpretation 
being put upon the clauses we have 
referred to.

AUSTRAGT OF PEKING GAZETTES, 

Oct. 9th.—(1) A Decree. ‘The Yamén of 
Foreign Affairs hasmemorialized Us, setting 
forth in diatinct terms the provisions of the 
Treaties with different countries, and re- 
questing that injunctions be laid upon the 
governments of all the Provinces to act 
in obedience [to these atipulations.) It is 
distinctly provided in all the ‘Treaties 
[with reference to the privilege enjoyed 
by Foreigners of travelling in the interior] 
that passports must be taken out, which 
must be impressed with a Chinose official 
seal, and which must be presented for 
inspection whenever required, whereupon 
passage will be granted. It is further- 
more stipulated that in the event of any 
unlawful act being committed [by the 
bearer of a passport}, he shall be handed 
over to the nearest Consul to be dealt 
with, being eubjected only to the necessary 
restraint while on the journey, but not 
allowed to be maltreated. Passports are 
not to be given to any but persons of re- 


























spectability. 
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‘Thé Treaty provisions are distinct in the 
extremie, and there should be no difficulty 
in attending to them, as may bo necessary, 
‘on the part of local authorities. In the 
care which has lately occurred, of the 
British official Interpreter Margary, who 
has been murdered on the frontier of 
Yunnan, We have already appointed Li 
Han-chang as Commissioner to proceed 
without delay (to the Province] in order 
to ascertain by whom the murder was 
committed and to take action.

SHANGHAI GENERAL HOSPITAL. 


‘The following correspondence between 
the Bourd of Trostees of the Hospital and 
the Municipal Council, has been handed to 
us for publication -— 
Shanghai, 9th October, 1875, 
J. G. Porvoy, Esq., 
Chairman, Municipal Council. 

Su,—With reference to the resolution 
passed at the meeting of Ratepayers on the 
Oth of September last, as well as to your in- 
formal note of the 13th ult,, and to the discus 
sion which took place subequently at the 
Municipal Offices between the Council and the 
Trustees of the General Hospital, I now beg 
to place before you in writing the views of the 
Trustees on the subject of the reconstruction 
of the Trust. 

‘The Board has carefully considered tho 
proporal to take over the Hovptal which you 

ave informally made, and I have to express * 
ita regret that the terms suggested by the 
Council cannot be accepted. 

The original object of the ‘Trust was tho 
foundation of a General Hospital under the 

ices and in the interest of the entire com- 
munity and the Trustees do not consider

now receives from the French Municipality. 

tees believe that both the one and 
the other would be withdrawn were the 
Hospital to become an Institution conducted. 
exclusively under the responsibility of the 
Municipality North of the Yang-king-pang. 
‘The disadvantages of such a result aro 
sufficiently obvious, but I may be permitted to 
point out, what is not perhaps generally 
appreciated, that a by far tho larger propor: 
tion of the patients are sent to the Hospital 
by the foreign Consulates, a good understand 
ing between the Consuls and the Board is not 
only most desirable in the interests of the 
inmates under treatment, but is essential to 
the success of the.institution. 

Under these circumstances, the Trustees 
have carefully considered the constitution of a 
governing body which will possess adminis- 
trative efliciency, and willadequately represent 
all the interests concerned, and I have to sub- 
mit to you for the approval of the Council 
the following scheme for the reorganization

Tt may not be deemed out of place here if 
Ltako advantage of this opportunity to re- 
move some general misapprehensions which 
appear to be entertained, on the aubject of 
the finances of the Hospital.

‘The Trustees have reasonable grounds for 
holding a conviction that with » Hospital 
building adapted to the wants of the commu- 
nity their revenue, considering the saving of 
rent which will be effected, will not only be 
equal to theit expenditure, but will provide 
sinking fand by means of which the proposed 
Toans may be gradually liquidated.” Should 
their expectations not be realized they feel 
confident that they will not appeal in vain to 
the charity of the community in support of a 
deserving Institution.

OUR RELATIONS WITH CHINA. 
(Cateutta Englishman. ) 

There are probably few students of history 
to whom the question has not frequently pre- 
sented itself, whether there is any risk in the 
future of a repetition of the old tale of civilisa- 
tion being overrun, and the tide of progress 
turned back, by a sudden onslaught of bar- 
barism. We are apt to exaggerate the length 
of recent, as compared with remote, periods, 
aud to argue that lapse of time alone las 
declared against the probability of auother 
such cataclysm as followed the overtbrow of 
the Roman civilisation. ‘This mode of argu- 
ment is probably based on an illusion ; but 
there is another consideration which is entitled 
to greater weight, ‘The disparity, between 
civilisation and barbarism was probably never 
so great as it is at the present day ; and suc- 
cess in war never depended so miuch on the 
more refined means which science places at 
man’s disposal, and so little on mere physical 
strength. Civilisation, in fact, bas got a much 




















longer start of barbarism now, than, eo far as 





we know, it ever had before, through the 
increased rate of its own progress, rather than 
through mere length of time. ‘At the same 
time, it must not be forgotten that 
two reflections which tend to di 
force of this argument. ‘The one 
in may be attacked by a barbarism from 
wit 3 the other, that such science as serves 
the purposes of war may be engrafted on bar- 
barism without materially altering its nature, 
‘The latter of these contingencies is being, 
toa certain extent, realised at the present 
moment in China. "Bere we have an instance 
of a race whose moral condition is, in some 
respects, more barbarous than that of the 
rude tribes that overthrew imperial Rome, 
and whose intellectual condition, if in many 
respects much higher, is of so entirely different 
‘an order to our own, that it may well seem to 
us less tolerable than that of the Goths did to 
the ancient Romans, yet, who are showing & 
remarkable aptitude for the acquisition of the 
sort of technical knowledge and skill necessary 
to put them on a level with us as regards the 
sppliances of modern warfare. An irraption 
of Chinese barbarism into Europe may seem 
Iudicrously improbable ; yet, if it is improb- 
abl is, we suspect, owing rather to our 
moral superiority to the Chinete than to the 
science we could bring to bear against them, 
On the other hand, it is in this very moral 
superiority that the risk of couflict chiefly lies, 
If we could afford to treat China as we should 
treat France, or Prussia, or any other highly 
civilived nation with whom we hold com- 
mercial and political relations; there would be 
but slight chance of collision. But the ethical 
incompatibility between ourselves and tho 
Chinese is 80 great as to leave us no alteruative 
between not mai i with 
them at all, with 
them on a footing of superiority to which we 
should not think of laying claim in the case of

Sir. Wade said that meantime soldiers could 
be sent to put the country in proper order, 
and then the scheme of opening the province 
to trade could be gradually carried out. The 
Yamén replied that opular feeling 
there was against it, and the Government 
could not overcome it, Formerly the 
Mahomedans and the Chinese there bad 
a difference which rose to such magnitude 
that the Government was powerless, and it 
became a formidable rebellion, which took 
the Government more than ten ‘years to sup: 
press. If the Government were now to compel 
the people there to open the place to trade 
against their will, it feared great trouble 
would be sure to follow. ‘The articles of 
trade from England for Yunnan would be 
rncipally opium and piece goods. | But 
unnun was a great producing district, and 
all the cloth the people there required was 
produced withia the province it F 
this reason they were never nnder the neces 
sity of buying foreign cloths, As to the 
practicability of opening the mines, no greater 
mistake could be made. The Chinese enter- 
tained astrong belief in Fung-shuey ; if popu- 
lar fecling was against the opening of mines, 
the Government was powerless. Mr, Wade 
then said that, if the people of Yuunan 
were such a turbulent race, and the Go- 
verament was unable to rule it, what 
would the Yamén say to English ‘soldiers 
being sent from Burmah into Yunnan to 
assist the Government? ‘The Tsung-li Yamén 
id to have stated in reply that if a colli- 
sion occurred between the English soldier 
and the inbabitanta there, the Chinese Govern- 
ment would not be responsible. Mr. Wade 
then asked for the removal of the Governor of 
Yunnan, and that he might be replaced by 
another’ high official ; perhaps his removal 
would facilitate the 'tradal acheme, Tho 
Yamén replied that the recovery of Yunnan 
was entirely due to Sh0n-yu-yiog ; tho soldiers 
there were all under his command, and he 
was now engaged in reorgsviting the whole 
province, If he were removed, the place 
would be again disturbed, so that the tradal 
oben would be rather retarded than faciita- 
ted by his removal. ‘The object of the Mi 
ter was no doubt to enlarge trade ; but would 
it not be better to wait till the time for 
the next revision of the treaty? By 
that time the country would have recovered 
its original prosperity. It would thea 
be time enough to discuss opening it to 
trade. Theobject of commerce was to get 
prot, but if in the pursuit of gain harm 
was likely to result, surely England would 
|-not press such ademand? As to the mis- 
sionary question, it was settled by the former 
Emperor, that all missionaries should be pro- 
tected alike, and the same protection would. 
be accorded to them now. Referring to the 
murder of Mr. Margary, the Yamén said the 
deceased was escorted out of the country safe 
and eound, and that it was on bis re-entering 
Yunnan that he was murdered. ‘The Chinese 
Goverament bad already sent a high official to 
investigate the matter, but prior to that, con- 
Sidential instructions were sent to the authori- 
ties to have the matter strictly enquired into, 
with the view of the question being settled in 
a way satisfactory to Mr. Wade. Our con- 
temporary adds that Mr. Wade, secing what 
the Yaméu said was reasonable, consented to 
yield his points.

As 
the journsy to’ Gokuraku is supposed to be 
yerformed in a atate of pilj ge, the

SHINTO FESTIVAL. 


(Nagasaki Rising Sun. ) 

‘This great festival, for which euch exten- 
sive preparations have been made, commenced 
on the 7th inst, The celebration of holidays 
and festivals in Japan, seems to be a duty 
which all classes of the people slike, most 
eargerly and zealously perform. ‘The Japanese 
are essentially a holiday-keeping race ; and 
the universal happiness and rejoicings of the 

ple at such festive gatherings, cannot fail 
to excite the deep interest of any stranger 
who mingles in their midst. Shintoism, we 
are told, materially differs from Buddhism 
this respect. ‘The latter has more of the 














austere religion, and condemns ell exhilarating 
feslings, regarding sorrow as somewhat inse 
arable’ from this life; while on the other 


and, the Shintoists look upon happiness and 
enjoyment as the one object of life, Their 
festivals are seasons of unusual mirth, and 
they consider it very unfit to approach’ their 
gods ina sorrowful and distressed epirit of 
mind, 

‘The festival was began with all the usual 
merriment, anc it has lost much of the 
splendour and attractiveness of previous cele- 
brations, the people have not lost any of their 
ardour and enthasiasm in its performance. 
Yesterday morning, a8 soon as day began to 
dawn, the people were up and wending their 
way to the Suwa Temple, Nisiyama, All the 
shops in the principal streets were closed, and 

jen from view by curtains, bearing upon 
hem the rests of the difereat families In 
ront of each shop, large lamps were suspended 
from poles, a few of ‘which ‘were surmounted 
with shades. At the temple the scene was 
‘one of much interest. Crowds of people 
were gathered in the open space before the 
temple, who watched with an inteuse interest 
the different performances, manifesting their 
approval by shouts of applause, To say that 
the proceedings were orderly would hardly 
be strictly true, for in spite of a large body 
of police, there seemed to be most uproarious 
commotion on the advent of each car— 
tome packing them off with the utmost 
‘speed, others more actively engaged in pul- 
ling them back. The people however were 
full of humour, ‘and no doubt enjoyed these 
comical contrarieties as much as we did our- 
selves. One by one the different cars were 
brought into the open space, to be offered to 
the gods. Here they were Iaid hold of, 
drawn forward, then backward, then whirled 
round and round in a most ludicrous manner, 
the whole performance presenting scene of 
complete confusion, and causing much amuse- 
ment. The representations were of a most 
laborate, ingenious, bat of a somewhat 
meaningless character. One brought forward 
a figure of the new moon—a large solid silver 
(we are told) crescent lodged in a pi 
then came a car with a somewhat: 
standing on its hind legs, with a kind of pestle 
and mortar in froiif, and at the back a large 
circle of silver paper—the whole figure, by a 
stretch of the native imagination, having a 
supposed resemblance to the full moon. After 
this came a most absurd and somewhat weari- 
ion dance—two little urchine covered 
ith a dressed-up lion skin, jumping and 
capering about in a most unlionlike style, 

h “however “took” well with the 
audience. Other figures of various devices 
followed in quick succession, went through 
the ‘ whirling” pantomine, and then departed 
to perambulate the streets. Of course the 
fidging and dancing girls were present, and 
to the Japanese mind did their part as well 
aa could be desired. 
yer perbaps, the spectacle i

The reprinted articles 
on the other hand, furnishes most useful 
information, and though readers of the China 
Review will be familiar with its contents, we 
may be pardoned if, for the sake of others, we 
note one of the facts it mentions as to the 
antiquity of the “father of newspapers.” Tt 
would appear that “Court announcements,” 
as such the Peting Gazete of the present day 
virtually is, were issued in the eighth century, 
as a record of the appointment of one Han Yih 
appeared inthis form not later than the year 
AD. 74. The Gazette (we need hardly say 
that the English title is not aliteral translation 
of the original, which should be ‘ Metropolitan 
Announcements”) would therefore appear tobe 
at least over 1130 years old. ‘This as times 
is respectable ; and as its circle of readers 
must, at the received calculation, be directly 
and indirectly somewhat about ‘six millions, 
it, can probably claim a circulation before 
which even that of the leading penny paper 
must pale. But fancy what possibilities would 
present themselves to Western enterprize with 
thirty millions of people able to read, and only. 
one journal which published official news at 
first hand. ‘The particulars given as to the 
printing, &c., of the Gazette are very interest- 
ing, and the proprietors of the volume under 
notice have done wisely in reprinting Mr 
Mayers’ article. Such a work if continued 
ill some day be of incalculable value. to. 
historians ; while the issues already published. 
contain even light reading enough to amuse 
those to whom Chinese matters are as a rule 
“caviare."—China Mail.
